for Public 
Utilities 


(Reprinted in part of an editorial from the New York 


Commercial) 'lay 2O, 1021 


"That the public utility companies have not had a 


Mjuai-e deal with the public during these times of high 
ct>Ms of labor and material has been evident to any one 
who Tins iiuulc un impartial study of the problem. 


A correspondent in a Southern State wrote to The* 


Omjnerci.il recently btatlng that the local telephone 
roisipiiny had entered into » contract with the people of 
his «ii> in 10O» to give certain service for a certain prlc-i 
for twenty yo:ir«. 
This contract was erigncd by all par- 


tic.* coui-vrncd in good faith. 
Now the company is oak- 


i»K to be allowed to ni«kc certain additional charges be- 
fiu>M> it is lofting money nt prosent rates and the corres- 
pondent a»ks the question: 
"Do you think it should.be 


obliged to break its contract because It was losing money? 
If so, why .should any contract be filled if cither party is 
not MitiMlicd? 
Why should a public utility be allowed to 


break a signed contract, while a common man must keen 
his?" 


Our reply to this correspondent vrns to the effect that 


had the telephone company been able to forsee a world 
war, it would have insisted on a clause covering the con- 
ditions that would arise. 
While the answer was direct- 


ed to this particular correspondent it can apply to anyone 
in like circumstances: 


"It is a question that is to be looked at in a broad 


way. 
The world war has upset, the 
whole 
economic 


structure. 
If you insist on your pound of flesh you can 


probably collect it in the courts, but you will probably 
kill your telephone company. Is that what you want to 
do? 


"What are the facts in the case? Is it possible for 


the company to adhere to the terms of the contract and 
live, and at the same time furnish the community with 
the service to which it is entitled? If the cost of oper- 
ation, by reason of the increased cost of labor and ma- 
terial due to the war—an entirely nnforseen circum- 
stance when the contract was signer!—makes it necessary 
for the telephone company to operate at a loss, it will 
mean that, in the course of time, Us capital will be eaten 
into and It will have to give up the fight. 


"What tho community wants is telephone service. 


It. should be willing to pay for it at a price that will en- 
able the company not only to live, but to receive a fail- 
return on its investment. 
Otherwise how can capita] be 


Induced to enter into such enterprises for further exten- 
sions? Do you want something for no tiling? Do you 
want to stand on your technical, legal right Just because 
the telephone company w«s unfortunate enough to sign 
a contract that had no provision for the hazards of war? 
While you have a technical, legal right, have you a moral 
right to drive this company into bankruptcy? 


What would yon do if the situation were reversed? 


What is the whole South doing, for that matter, at the 
present time? Are the people of your community liv- 
ing up to every last obligation of their contracts now that 
the market lias turned against them, or are you not ask- 
ing the people at the other end of the contract to take in- 
to consideration the slump in the price of cotton? 


"Suppose the banks had forced all Southern busi- 


ness men to live up to the letter of their contracts, the 
whole south would have Ix-en in bankruptcy. 
Why, then, 


should you be any less considerate of your own local en- 
terprises just l>ecausc you happen to have tho power in 
your own hands? 


"A contract may have been fair and equitable when 


it was signed, but circumstances alter rivses. 
YOU may 


have the might—that la an ironclad contract—but have 
the right—the moral law, on your sid*?" 


What law of right and justice, dear reader, do von 


have that requires that we sell our lighting service to 
you at A figure below cost?

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GOVERNOR'S ACTION ESTABLISHES 


DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 


Governor Davis summary proroguing of the legisla- 


- ture last week, appears to be an executive action without 


» precedent in this state or probably any state of the 
union. 


1 Such a course cannot meet with general approval 


by the citizens in general as it borders too much upon the 
line of absolutely ignoring the will or purpose of the 
people, in that their duly elected representatives arc 
thus deprived of registering for or against any act of the 
government, which calls for legislative cooperation or 
concurrence. This is particularly true of the senate. 
which body has confirmatory privileges over appoint- 
ments. 


It might be pointed out, and with some degree of 


reason, that the Governor had some appointments which 
he desired to make, which might not meet with the ap- 
proval of the senate. In that case it is quite clear that 
jf such appointments should come, those 
appointed. 


whether qualified or not to fill the positions assigned to 
them would hold over, under the recess operation. 


Furthermore the shutting off the legislation opera- 


tion at this time, only a few days before the constitu- 
tionality of the reorganization bill is to be tested, places 
the various departments of the state in a peculiar situa- 
tion. 


If this measure is declared unconstitutional, then 


the whole appropriation bill is endangered. 


From whatever angle the governor's action is view- 


ed. it appears to carry a menace. 


It provides a means for the utter disregard of the 


ronstitutional rights of the people by depriving the rep- 
resentatives of the people, from the exercises of those 
rights and privileges which the people elected them to 
exercise. 


It is a serious question and one which has undoubt- 


edly set the people of the state thinking about to a great- 
er extent than the governor realized they would when 
he took such a drastic measure of exercising authority 
to that end. 


There did not appear to be any great demand for 


such action. There was no danger to the commonwealth 
through any action which the legislature might take. On 
the other hand there is the possibility of grave conse- 
quences resulting from such a course. 


Possibly now that it is too late the Governor may 


realize the magnitude of the course he pursued and the 
true manner in which the voters of this great state mar 
interpret his conduct. 


Whatever the reason or the emergency which the 


governor may have decided in his own mind to close the 
session of the legislature, there is no doubt but if it is 
sustained he has opened up a precedent which may prove 
of grave danger in other times, if another governor 
should decide upon the same operation, to gain his ends, 
be they good or bad. •
